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Fury over pay cuts

CUTS to low paid council work¬ 
ers have been called ‘vicious’ and 
‘not fair’ by a trades council 

Fifty six per cent of staff at 
Northamptonshire County 

Council will have their pay reduced 
or frozen after new salary meas¬ 
ures were announced this week. 

The council will meet with its 
staff to discuss the changes after 
sending out letters to employees 
this week. 

Senior management will not 
have their pay cut or frozen as it 
was examined in detail in 2008 
under the Effective Leadership 
Review. Teachers, firefighters and 
tutors in further education have 
also been excluded from the 
review. 

Sarah Ansell, Secretary of 
Northampton Trades Council, 
said: “Northampton Trades 

Council condemns the way the 
county council has used this exer¬ 
cise in order to attack the wages of 
staff, who will not only lose salary, 
but also suffer a pension cut and 
wages freeze. 

“The protection offered is 
derisory and the process has obvi¬ 
ously not been fair or transparent. 

“The attack on low paid staff is 
especially vicious, given the high 
wages of top staff. 

“We call on the NCC to be trans¬ 
parent about how big the overall 
cut has been to the salary bill for 
those whose grades have been

affected. NTUC offers its full sup¬ 
port to employees in their efforts 
to prevent these cuts. 

“The vast majority of local 
authority staff are not overpaid 
with gold-plated pensions - three 
quarters earn below £21,000 with 
the average pension at below 
£4,000. 

“Low paid workers are suffering 
because of the greed of bankers. 

“Cuts in services will hit all of us 
and especially the poor, disabled 
and elderly 

“We call on the people of 
Northampton to defend our 
public services.” 

It is expected that 56 per cent of 
staff will have their pay cut or 
frozen, and it is estimated that 
4,000 of the lowest paid workers 
will be worse off. 

Leader of the council Jim Harker 
said: “We have had to carry out 
this piece of work following the 
national Single Status Agreement 
which required all councils to 
make sure across the country all 
pay was fair and equal. 

“We have used this as an oppor¬ 
tunity to review outdated pay and 
terms of conditions. 

“As a result I would not envisage 
this package will cost the council 
additional money at the point of 


implementation and in some 
areas there will be cost reductions. 

“A lot of historical expenses and 
allowances are being abolished to 
bring us into line with private 
sector pay and work practices.” 

The council has reviewed 2,223 
job types, affecting 14,780 
employees. Any changes will be 
implemented in April 2011. 

Cllr Harker added: “I believe this 
package hits the right balance 
between a fair and equal pay and 
the financial realities. 

“I am pleased there is a commit¬ 
ment in here to linking pay 
increases specifically to perform¬ 
ance and achievement rather than 
automatic increases within pay 
grades. 

“Our staff out in Northampton¬ 
shire’s communities, delivering 
vital services are a great asset to 
this organisation. 

“This deal makes sure all of them 
across the organisation are on the 
same pay structure while also 
ensuring the very best value for 
money for taxpayers.” 

The news comes as the council’s 
You Choose survey results were 
announced last week. One of the 
areas outlined for savings by peo¬ 
ple in Northampton was council 
salaries. See page five for more.

Race-goers’ plans up 
in smoke after blaze

TWO men have been arrested on 
suspicion of arson after a huge 
fire at a hotel near Silverstone 
on Monday night. 

The Premier Inn hotel, based at 
the Green Man Pub in Brackley 
Hatch, was due to have hundreds 
of race-goers stay for the British 
Grand Prix this weekend. 

More than 50 firefighters 
attended the scene from both 
Northamptonshire and 

Buckinghamshire services. 

Sixty guests had to be evacuat¬ 
ed from the hotel. 

Police believe that linen inside 
plastic crates outside the main 
building caught fire. 

A 36-year-old man from 
Coventry and a 20-year-old man 
from Leicester were arrested on 


suspicion of arson and were taken 
to Weston Favell police station. 

They were later bailed pending 
further police enquiries. 

Detective Inspector Andy 
Glenn, of Northamptonshire 
West CID, said: “We are keeping 
an open mind as to the cause of 
the fire. 

“This fire is an isolated inci¬ 
dent. There have been no similar 
fires reported in the area and 
there is no suggestion that there 
is any link to the British GR” 

Volunteers from the Red Cross 
helped the guests with practical 
and emotional support before 
they were transferred to the 
Premier Inn’s sister site in 
Harpole. 

Edith Wesley, senior service 
manager, Northamptonshire, 
said: “Our volunteers were very 
quick to respond to a serious 


situation. They’ve worked tire¬ 
lessly to support people by pro¬ 
viding blankets and clothing 
donated by Tesco, advice and 
helping to keep people informed 
about the situation, which has 
been key. 

“One lady desperately needed 
insulin for her condition so we 
transported her to the nearest 
hospital.” 

A spokesman for Premier Inn 
said: “We can confirm that a fire 
broke out at Premier Inn 
Silverstone on the evening of luly 5. 

“Our team members acted 
swiftly to make sure that the 
hotel was evacuated immediate¬ 
ly and emergency services were 
called to the scene. 

“Those guests who have future 
reservations at Premier Inn 
Silverstone should call 0871 
5278000 for further information.”

The community teams 
will not be working inside the 
circuit but will patrol the 
villages. 

Residents are bracing them¬ 
selves for the annual disrup¬ 
tion to roads and services that 
occur around the event. 

A leaflet, which has been 
distributed in the community, 
gives full details of what to do 
and where to avoid.

Race returns to its spiritual home 


SILVERSTONE is gearing up for a 
race of epic proportions on 
Sunday as the British Grand Prix 
comes to the circuit. 

With Lewis Hamilton and Jenson 
Button leading the drivers’ 
championship there is an added 
sense of excitement before the 
race weekend. 

However, organisers at 
Silverstone are just as relieved as 
excited that the race is taking 
place this year. 

Twelve months ago the track 
was in danger of losing the race 
after Donington Park was given 
the green light to hold the British 
event on the FI calendar. 

But Silverstone won a 17-year 
contract after the Donington deal 
fell through and much work has 
taken place at the south 
Northamptonshire circuit to give 
it a new lease of life. 

Katie Tyler, head of 
communications for Silverstone 
Circuit, said: “This year’s race is 
the first in our new 17 year deal. 


“Everyone is very excited about 
the race and if you compare it to 
last year, it was a different 
situation. 

“We weren’t sure that we’d have 
a race this year and we are just 
delighted to be back racing again.” 

The race this year will also be 
the first on the new track’s layout, 
which has already been praised 
after the Moto GP last month. 

The new circuit was finished in 
April but none of the Formula 1 
drivers have gone around it at 
high speed yet. 

Ms Tyler added: “The new track 
is longer at 3.66 miles and is 
much faster. 

“We had the Moto GP here a few 
weeks ago and they were really 
pleased with it. 

“We’ve also started the work on 
the new pit and paddock, so it will 
be nice for the public to come and 
see the work we are doing. 

“Hopefully the race will be good 
and we’ll get a British win or at 
least a podium place.” 



























MP lights up talks 
over smoking ban

A PUB in Northampton has wel¬ 
comed Brian Binley’s motion 
urging the Government to 
review the smoking ban in pubs 
and clubs. 

The Northampton South MP 
claims more than 2,000 pubs and 
clubs have gone to the wall in the 
last year and seven pubs a day go 
out of business. 

Mr Binley believes that the 
smoking ban only increases the 
pressure to keep the businesses 
going. He said: “Many pubs and 
clubs are finding it difficult deal¬ 
ing with the economic situation; 
the smoking ban has further 
impacted on many businesses 
and the trade is really struggling. 

“I want to consider a balanced 
and proportionate amendment 
to the legislation which allows for 
segregated smoking rooms or 
areas within pubs, bars and 
clubs, provided that effective 
smoke extraction systems of an 
authorised standard are 
installed.” The Squirrels in 


Duston has lost about 30 per cent 
of trade since the ban came into 
force in 2007. 

Manager Claire Grimlys said: “It 
would be superb if we could get 
the ban reviewed. 

“We have lost so much trade 
because of it. We might have got a 
few more families in but the 
majority of our customers only 
pop in now for a quick pint before 
getting drinks from the super¬ 
markets and drinking at home 
where they can smoke.” 

When the bill was implemented 
onfuly 1, 2007 the Government at 
the time said it would review the 
ban in three years’ time. 

Mr Binley added: “I understand 
that the Government has no 
plans to review the smoking ban 
at the present time and that 
makes me angry. 

“The then Health Minister, fohn 
Reid MP, promised that a review 
would be held three years after 
the implementation of the ban 
but the Government is now say¬ 
ing that it has no plans to do so. 
That denial is simply unaccept¬ 
able. I have tabled this EDM 


(Early Day Motion) to put pres¬ 
sure on the Government to look 
into the impact the ban is having 
on the pubs and clubs trade and 
to conduct an urgent review. 

“The EDM also calls for any 
changes to the smoking ban leg¬ 
islation to be made on the basis 
of evidence, fairness, proportion¬ 
ality whilst recognising the 
importance of pubs and clubs to 
the nation’s social life and com¬ 
munity wellbeing.” 

However, NHS Northampton¬ 
shire has praised the anti-smok¬ 
ing legislation for making savings 
in services. 

Professor Stephen Horsley, 
director of public health, said: 
“The introduction of the smoke- 
free legislation for 

Northamptonshire has resulted 
in 115 estimated fewer bed days 
for emergency admissions due to 
heart attack, with estimated sav¬ 
ings to our local NHS of £105,000. 

“This is a fantastic outcome and 
is just the start of long term 
health improvements that will 
result from the introduction of 
the smoke-free legislation.” 



500 cannabis plants 
found inside property 

A CANNABIS factory was discovered in 
Northampton this week. 

It was found on Monday morning in a 
three-storey house in Thorn Hill on the 
Briar Hill estate. 

Around 500 cannabis plants, at various 
stages of maturity, were seized and 
removed from the factory. 

Five rooms in the house had been 
turned into growing space with specialist 
lighting and heating equipment. 

Police had to call in technicians as the 
electricity had been by-passed and they 
were required to make sure the site was 
safe. Ventilation pipes had also been cut 
through the ceiling of the property to the 
roof. 

Residents said that the house was a 
private property and had only been rented 
out to the tenants in the last three 
months. 

One neighbour, who didn’t want to be 
named for fear of repercussions, said: “It’s 
disgusting that there is one of these 
places on our street. Every house here 
has little children in them and you could 
smell it whenever you walked past.” 

The raid caused quite a disturbance 
among the community with around 25 
people examining the police work, with 
some even sitting on the roof of a nearby 
garage to get a peek into the house. 

An 18-year-old man and a 17-year-old 
boy, both Vietnamese nationals, have 
been charged with drugs offences. 


Accused faces rape charge 

A MAN appeared in court on 
Tuesday charged with the rape 
of a 16-year-old girl. 

Sanjay Prajapati is accused of 
rape and was remanded in 
custody. Another man, Parimal 


Patel, is accused of sexual 
assault and was also remanded 
in custody. Both will be tried at 
Crown Court on July 16. 

The alleged incident took 
place on Sunday in Green 
Street, Northampton.

Lessons must be 
learnt from blaze 


Re: Old Bective School to be 
demolished after blaze. 

AS the Liberal Democrat 
Borough and County 
Councillor for St David’s, I 
am sure you all heard me 
shouting with relief but what 
a price to pay endangering 
residents’ lives because of a 
failed £90 million school sell 
off and a Conservative 
County Council shirking its 
responsibilities. 

The Tory-led County 
Council should have been 
demolishing these buildings 
in view of the amount of 
failed arson attacks that 
were reported to the author¬ 
ity by me personally and 
other stakeholders. So the 
site is now being demolished 
after this near tragedy. 

Too little too late! To add 
insult to injury, taxpayers’ 
money was being wasted on 
business rates. 

In addition I am trying to 
get Northamptonshire 
County Council to secure 
this site as I can see attempts 
to breach the perimeter at 
points around the site. 

This site has the benefit of 
Outline Planning Permission 
for residential development 
and I wonder whether our 
new Northampton North 
MP might like to pressure his 
Tory colleagues at the 
County Council to put the 
long promised community 
building back into the 
scheme. This building was 
promised in return for the 
youth club vacating the site. 

I bet you are asking your¬ 
self what next? The develop¬ 
ment site at the bottom of 



Bective Road would be a 
good candidate where there 
have also been arson attacks 
and it includes a Grade II 
listed building. Another 
example of the residents 
being persecuted by arson¬ 
ists. 

It was really sad on 
Saturday that after attending 
the successful passing out of 
the Kingsthorpe College ARC 
Scheme (Action Reaction 
Consequence) run by the 
Fire Service and other 
organisations with sponsor¬ 
ship from the Prevention

RESULTS of a council-wide poll 
to find out what services resi¬ 
dents in the county value and 
should be protected has been 
met with mixed reactions. 

Council chiefs feel the You 
Choose campaign, which features 
a tour around seven town centres, 
forums and internet polls, repre¬ 
sents good value for money and 
has given them an insight into 
what is needed. 

However critics have said that 
the campaign, which cost 
£100,000, was a waste of money 
with limited results. 

Chief executive of Northampton¬ 
shire County Council, Paul 
Blantern, believes the campaign 
represents value for money 
because of the media coverage 
the council has received, despite 
polling less than 2,000 people. 

He said: “The survey has fea¬ 
tured in several media outlets, 
including BBC Panorama, Radio 5 
live and Radio 4. This represents 
an excellent return of investment 
for the council.” 



The council is currently negoti¬ 
ating with other authorities 
around the UK to sell the You 
Choose campaign as a product. 
This media attention is believed 
to have improved interest. 

Despite this questions remain 
as to the campaign’s value, as only 
1,959 people were polled. 

This means each opinion cost 
£51. 

However, the council feels that it 
was impossible to interview all 
residents but said they did make 
as many opportunities available 
as possible. 

Mr Blantern said: “It was always 
going to be impossible to speak to 
650,000 people but through our 
stands in town centres, commu¬ 
nity forums and websites, people 


were given plenty of opportunity 
to take part.” 

But leader of the opposition, 
Cllr Brendan Glyanne (Liberal 
Democrat) said: “This has been a 
total waste of money but that was 
to be expected. 

“Considering the amount spent 
the response has been very small 
and the outcome was totally pre¬ 
dictable. 

“We haven’t learnt anything new 
and we would have been better 
off listening to back bench coun¬ 
cillors who know the issues facing 
the local people they represent. 

“Instead the council has wasted 
£100,000 on consultants.” 

Talking to the Herald & Post in 
June, Dave Green, Chair of 
AmicusUnite Northants, said: 
“The whole You Choose 
campaign never gave any real 
choice to the people of 
Northamptonshire. 

“It was the equivalent of asking 
people whether they would prefer 
their leg, arms or head to be cut 
off. The campaign is yet another 
waste of money along with the 
millions spent on PFI schemes 
and consultants by the council.” 


THE controversial 
You Choose Campaign’s 
results have only aided 
in fuelling the criticism 
levelled at it after 
producing confusing 
results. 

The £100,000 survey 
findings announced last 
week revealed Highway 
maintenance as a top 
priority for residents in 
the county. The other 
services which should 
be prioritised were 
libraries, education, 
county parks and 
care of the elderly. 

However highways, 
country parks and 
libraries were also 
highlighted as areas 
of potential savings 
behind general waste 
and council salaries. 

The contradictory 
nature of the results 


has resulted in further 
criticism but the 
council remains 
adamant the survey 
was necessary. 

Council leader Cllr 
Jim Harker said: “It was 
important for us to 
listen to local residents’ 
opinions on the tough 
decisions we will have 
to make about 
inevitable spending 
cuts, to ensure that 
their voices are being 
heard during this 
difficult period. 

“It is no secret that 
we are facing 
unprecedented 
financial challenges, 
with estimates that by 
2014 we will need to 
save at least £100 
million.”

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Election cash was 
money ‘well spent’

FORMER MP and current coun¬ 
cillor Tony Clarke believes his 
parliamentary campaign was 
money well used after figures 
revealed he spent more than the 
Labour party and Liberal 
Democrats combined. 

All candidates who take part in 
the parliamentary election are 
required to submit their expens¬ 
es to the Electoral Commission 
to make sure they have not over¬ 
spent during the campaign. 

Although the term ‘expenses’ is 
used, the candidates do not 
claim the money back, it is the 
money they spend themselves 
during the campaign. 

In Northampton South candi¬ 
dates were allowed to spend 
£10,298.75 on their short cam¬ 
paigns (from when Parliament 
was dissolved in April to the 
election). 

Mr Clarke, who was 
Northampton South MP from 
1997 to 2005, spent £8,332 on his 
campaign, of which only £3,215 
came from donations, meaning 
he spent £5,117 of his own 
money. 

In contrast the Labour party 
and Liberal Democrats spent 


Thousands take 

MORE than 20,000 people have 
been visited by police since the 
start of a scheduled appointments 
scheme last year and only five 
have been missed.

He said: “Sometimes you have

“The feedback we have had from 
those people who have been 
visited on a scheduled 
appointment has been 
overwhelmingly positive.

Brian Binley, MP for Northamp¬ 
ton South, spent £9,793.80 on his 
campaign which had been 
donated to him. 

Paul Varnsverry spent 
£1,667.42, the same amount 
donated from the Liberal 
Democrats, while Labour candi¬ 
date Clyde Loakes, spent 
£1,826.80, although none of this 
was donated directly from the 
party. 

In Northampton North the 
maximum spend was £10,243 
and the candidates were much 
closer in terms of their spending. 

New MP Michael Ellis spent 
£10,199.42 with £10,000 being 
donated by the Conservative 
party. 

Lormer Labour MP Sally Keeble 
spent £7,797.11, the same 
amount received in donations. 

Liberal Democrat Andrew 
Simpson spent £9,866.88 also the 
same amount as donations.

CCTV systems in Northampton 
led to more than 2,000 arrests 
last year and are playing a ‘sig¬ 
nificant role’ in reducing crime. 

Northampton’s 525 cameras 
dealt with 15,349 incidents and 
assisted with 2,348 arrests. 

They are monitored 24 hours a 
day, seven days a week and cover 
car parks, town centre streets and 
main routes. 

Inspector Helen Pritchett, 
Community Safety Inspector for 
the Northamptonshire West Area 
of Northamptonshire Police, said: 
“CCTV is a very important tool in 


the fight against crime in 
Northampton. 

“It makes the general public feel 
safe, so too police officers, and 
CCTV not only prevents crime 
and anti-social behaviour, it also 
provides excellent evidence when 
we need to prove whether or not 
an offence occurred. 

“While critics will argue that 
there are too many cameras 
around, rest assured if you are not 
committing criminal or public 
order offences then you have 
nothing to fear.” 

Those monitoring the cameras 
also have a direct radio link to 
shops and licensed premises to 
keep people informed of suspi¬ 


cious activity and provide a quick 
response if an incident happens. 

Cllr PaulVarnsverry, responsible 
for community safety, said: 
“CCTV has been a feature of our 
daily lives in the UK for many 
years now, and it plays a signifi¬ 
cant role in reducing crime and 
disorder, both as a deterrent to 
crime and a tool for detection. 

“Our CCTV control room is 
run to the highest standards of 
professionalism and integrity and 
we take pride in the high level of 
achievement we reach, as well as 
in knowing that we are making a 
great contribution to making 
the town a safe and enjoyable 
place to live.”

GREEN-fingered schoolchildren 
have been doing their bit to pro¬ 
tect insects. 

Amey has been working with 
100 students from Hunsbury 
Park, Castle and Parkside pri¬ 
mary schools on a campaign to 
raise awareness that wild flowers 
are in decline, despite playing a 
crucial role in promoting biodi¬ 
versity.

A NEW scheme to find trusted 
traders has been launched by 
the county council’s trading 
standards service. 

Known as Buy with 
Confidence, the project brings 
together a list of gardeners, 
plumbers, builders, electricians 
and other types of businesses, 
each checked for 
trustworthiness and 
compliance with consumer 
protection laws. 

Officers visit and vet every 
applicant and they are only 
accepted onto the scheme if 


they pass stringent checks 
including examination of past 
complaints, county court 
judgements, credit rating, 
company details, director’s 
background and credit licensing. 

Every trader who goes into a 
customer’s home or garden also 
must have undergone a basic 
CRB check. 

References are taken from 
previous customers and 
approved traders are given 
feedback cards so that trading 
standards can check that 
standards aren’t slipping. 


Traders are also revisited every 
year. So far, 26 traders have 
been accepted on to the 
scheme, with a further 60 due 
to be assessed.

CONSULTATION is underway on 
a project which will look at what 
services are available or needed 
for people subjected to interper¬ 
sonal violence. 

The scheme covers issues 
including domestic abuse, stalk¬ 
ing and harassment, rape, sexual 
exploitation and honour based 
violence. 

The five-week consultation 
aims to generate as many views 
as possible, whether they be from 


a victim, friend or relative of a 
victim, or whether you have no 
experience of such services.

TRAVEL REVIEW 

KNOCKOMIE HOTEL_ 

Findhorn, near Inverness, Scotland 

THOUGHTS of a 550-mile trek across 
Britain’s gridlocked roads filled us with 
more than a little sense of foreboding. 

But as the hours, and the distance, 
whiled away the spirits rose, the scenery 
changed and if you have been to Scotland, 
you will know the majesty of the Central 
Highlands simply takes your breath away. 

We opted for the slightly longer route 
further north once we got beyond 
Glasgow, up the side of Loch Lomond 
cutting across country to Pitlochry. The 
scenery is awesome, the air sumptuous. 

Part way we took a well earned break 
from driving and dropped in at the hydro¬ 
electric dam and salmon ladder. 

The ladder was specially constructed to 
enable salmon to by-pass the dam and 
make their way upstream to Loch Faskally 
above. 

Back on the road heading to the Moray 
Coast our journey was through the 
stunning mountain landscapes of the 
Cairngorms National Park, pastAviemore 


onto our destination. The Knockomie Hotel 
in Forres, our base for the next few days, 
is a coachhouse-style hotel set in four 
acres of gardens within easy reach of the 
fantastic sandy beaches of the Moray 
Coast, the Malt Whisky Trail and the world 
famous village of Findhorn. 

On checking in, we were directed to our 
ground floor suite including a king-sized 
bed, bath/shower room and French doors 
onto the patio area overlooking part of the 
gardens. 

Ever the weary travellers, once 
unpacked we made our way to the hotel 
bar for a well-deserved refreshment. The 
Knockomie’s bar, The Malt Library, 
contains a collection of nearly 100 malt 
and blended whiskies from all over 
Scotland. 

A couple of wee drams proved to be the 
perfect nightcap before retiring for the 
evening in preparation for the following 
day’s activities. We arose the next morning 
to breakfast including full continental, 
traditional Scottish and chef’s specials. 

After our previous evening’s flirtation 
with single malt whisky, we arranged at 
reception a guided tour of a local distillery. 

Located on the outskirts of Forres, the 


western gateway to the Malt Whisky Trail, 
lies one of Scotland’s smallest working 
distilleries, the Benromach. Established in 
1898, it has just two experienced distillers 
who ensure that only the highest quality 
spirit is matured. 

We then headed off on a drive along the 
Moray Coast stopping off at the towns of 
Elgin, Lossiemouth, Kinloss and finally to 
Findhorn. With dinner reservations in The 
Grill at the Knockomie for 7.30pm, we 
thought of no better way to work up an 
appetite than a healthy fresh air filled bike 
ride around the beautiful surroundings of 
Findhorn. 

Findhorn, a former fishing village and 
busy port, is situated about four miles 
from Forres with long stretches of white 
sandy beaches and sand dunes to explore. 
It is also world famous for the Findhorn 
Foundation which has been a pioneering 
Ecovillage since 1985. With many 
ecological dwellings, including the famous 
whisky barrel houses, it boasts its own 
sewage treatment system, electricity 
generating wind turbines and even has its 
own bank as well as community currency. 

While waiting to be seated for dinner we 
enjoyed canapes in the surroundings of 


the malt library while deciding on our 
dinner selections. 

The menu featured dishes made from 
locally sourced produce. I chose the 
Macbeth’s of Forres rib eye steak and my 
wife selected the monkfish wrapped in 
pancetta, both of which were delicious. 
This was followed by a chocolate panna- 
cotta dessert and coffee served with the 
Scottish tablet. 

Sadly our time at Knockomie was 
coming to an end but our tour was to 
continue the following day with a brief trip 
to Inverness, going to hunt for Nessie on 
the banks of Loch Ness and driving back 
down the west coast via Glencoe and Loch 
Lomond. 

Even though we chose to drive to 
Knockomie as part of an extended tour of 
Scotland, it is a 30-minute drive from 
Inverness Airport which you can fly to from 
Luton Airport by Easyjet.

IAN Sampson has hit out at Peter 
Gilbert after the left back parted 
company with Northampton Town 
following his failure to sign a new 
contract. 

Gilbert had originally agreed to stay 
on with the Cobblers for another 
season, but despite that he failed to 
actually sign the deal after being 
pressed to on numerous occasions.

“If he wants to be somewhere else 
then fine -1 will give his contract to 
someone else, someone who wants 
to play for Northampton Town. 

“He is now holding out for another 
club and so we have taken his 
contract away. 

“He cannot chase a deal with 
another club while having our 
contract as a back up. 

“I am not allowing him to do that to 
me, the club or the supporters and I 
feel very let down. 

“He has gone back on his word. 

“He reported for pre-season training 


last week but still did not bring the 
paperwork so I set him a further 
deadline which he failed to meet. 

“We have asked for the outstanding 
items on numerous occasions, but 
have been misled time and time 
again with excuses ranging from 
illness to blaming his agent and 
various other things.” 

Gilbert joined Northampton in 
November last year on a free transfer 
having been without a club after 
beingreleased by Oldham Athletic at 
the end of the 2008/09 season. 

The 27-year-old quickly established 
himself in the side and was one of 
the Cobblers’ most consistent players 
last season, making 31 appearances 
in all competitions. 

Sampson is now looking for a new 
left back and has warned that he will 
not tolerate being messed around 
over contracts by anyone. 

“If we are to succeed we need 
players and staff who believe in each 
other and trust each other, not 
players who are in it for themselves, 
not players who go back on their 
word and not players who let the club 
down.” 

The club have also announced that 
Tim Flowers has returned as the 
club’s goalkeeping coach, with Paul 
Crichton having been offered a 
position with a Championship side. 

Northampton play their first pre¬ 
season friendly this Saturday away to 
Long Buckby. 

They then visit Kettering Town on 
Tuesday evening.

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Brit pack vow to be 
on the Button for GP

YOU have to go back 45 years to the last 
time a British Grand Prix at Silverstone 
featured two of the host nation's drivers 
battling it out to be crowned Formula 
One World Champion. 

In June 1965, Lotus’ Jim Clark and 
BRM’s Graham Hill both arrived at the 
circuit in the middle of a fight for the title, 
which Clark would eventually go on to 
win. 

He also took victory at Silverstone, lead¬ 
ing home an all-British top five. Fast for¬ 
ward to 2010 and the only two drivers on 
the grid from the UK are both duking out 
to lift the title. 

McLaren duo Lewis Hamilton and 
defending World Champion Jenson 
Button reach the halfway point of the 
season vying for top honours, and both 
are eager to do well in their home race. 

Hamilton won on his way to claiming 
the world title in 2008, while Button’s best 
finish was fourth when he was still driv¬ 
ing for BAR six years ago. 

“Even though I came to Silverstone last 
year as the championship leader, I still 
haven’t won this race,” said Button. 

“I’m second this year, and I can think of 
nothing better than being able to take a 
win in front of my home crowd, that 
would be amazing. Racing in front of 
your home crowd is one of the biggest 
buzzes for any racing driver. And racing 
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at Silverstone is always an exceptional 
experience. 

“The crowds are huge throughout the 
weekend, everybody absolutely knows 
their stuff, and the motivation and sup¬ 
port you get is like nowhere else on 
earth.” 

Hamilton currently leads the way in the 
drivers’ championship with 127 points, 
six ahead of his team-mate, and is eager 
to give the fans a good show. 

He said: “To be leading the world cham¬ 
pionship going into my home race is a 


fantastic feeling. I know very well the 
effect of people-power around here. In 
2007, when I got pole position, I vividly 
remember driving around on my slow¬ 
ing-down lap and I could hear the noise 
of the crowd over the engine. 

“And in 2008, in those terrible, wet con¬ 
ditions, nobody lost heart or faith, and 
they kept waving their flags and banners 
for me on every single lap. 

“When you see that kind of dedication, 
you know you’ve got to repay it. And 
that’s why I go to Silverstone absolutely 
determined to get a great result - to make 
100,000 people proud of our team and 
our country.” 

It is a somewhat different atmosphere 
that surrounds this weekend’s British 
Grand Prix than the last time FI was at 
Silverstone just over 12 months ago. 

The series arrived at the 
Northamptonshire circuit in 2009 threat¬ 
ening to be torn apart by a very public 
civil war between the teams and the 
sport’s governing body, the FIA. 

With disagreements over matters such 
as a budget cap and further changes to 
the technical regulations causing a rift, 
the majority of the teams were threaten¬ 
ing to form a breakaway series for 2010. 

It also appeared as if last year’s race 
would be the final one to be held at 
Silverstone, with Donington Park having 
signed a 17-year agreement to host the 
British round of the championship. 

But with the constructors and the FIA 
seemingly at peace for now and the 
future of the race at the venue secure 
after Donington’s failure to find funds for 
an upgrade, the attention is focused 
towards the track. And for British fans, it 
doesn’t get much better than this. 


Force will be 
homecoming 

TONIO Liuzzi is looking forward 
to racing on the new circuit 
layout at Silverstone this 
weekend and believes that 
Force India’s car will be suited to 
it. 

The new ‘Arena’ configuration 
has seen the track lengthened 
by 759 metres and incorporates 
the long National circuit straight 
before rejoining the traditional 
layout at Brooklands corner. 

Although a fan of the old 
format, Liuzzi (pictured] is 
optimistic about the prospects 
at the team’s ‘home’ grand prix 
on Sunday and has his eyes 
firmly on finishing in the points. 

“I always liked the old track 
layout with the high speed 
sections, particularly the 
Becketts complex, that is a real 
challenge as you need to keep 
the momentum all the way 
through the corners,” he said 

“I’ve looked at the new section 
and it might actually be even 
more suited to the 
characteristics of our car.

Some 
teams, including Renault, 
brought big updates to Valencia, 
but I don’t think this is cause for 
concern as we held our own, 
and we could have been in the 
points with both cars if we 
hadn’t had the qualifying 
session we did. 

“Also I am confident in what 
we have coming ourselves. We 
have some solid updates for the 
British Grand Prix that will give 
us extra downforce in high¬ 
speed corners, which is crucial 
at that track.” 

The last two British Grand 
Prix’s have not been particularly 
memorable for Force India. In 
2008 both drivers failed to 
finish, while last year saw 
Fisichella come tenth and 
Adrian Sutil finish 17th.
